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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-10, filed 03/31/2008, with respect to claims 
29-44 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 29-44 
has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 29-44 are allowed. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 29 prior art found fails to teach of a printer that receives a print job in a standard 
form and determines if the print job contains embedded customization identifiers. If the 
print job contains customization identifiers, locating different plug ins in a database that 
are compatible with the customization identifier and prints out the data using the 
selected plug ins based on the customization identifiers. And if no customization 
identifier is found, then prints the print job without using a plug in. 

2. It is inherent that claims 30-44 are allowable for depending on allowable base 
claims.
